Furor erupted after an 
unusally calm council ses­ 
sion w h«p n Councilman 
George Bradford moved 
that Wade Peebles, public 
works director, be named 
as city manager as of July 
1. effective resignation date 
of George Stevens. present 
city manager. Motion was

p r o m p 11 y seconded by 
Councilman Victor Ben- 
stead.

Amid charges that a 
councilmanic faction was 
trying to "steamroller" the 
appointment, Councilman 
Nii-kolas Drale offered a 
substitute motion that the 
office be declared open aft­ 
er July 1 and that the in­ 
terim be used to interview 
qualified candidates for the 
post. Motion was promptly 
seconded by Councilman 
J. A. Beasley.

Mayor Albert Isen then 
pointed out that budget ses­

sions were in the offing and 
that Stevens' sue c e s s o r 
should be a part oT them. 
He then made a substitute 
motion to the substitute 
motion and moved that, a 
ue\v manager he selected 
within ;U) days so that he 
could flpt the "feel" of the 
office before taking over.

An amendment to change 
the time limit to 60 days 
was added to this proposal 
and the vote was called.

For the proposal to hold 
a wijie open examination 
for qualified candidates, 4-S, 
opposed.

Each of the councilmen 
pointed out that Peebles 
was probably the best qual­ 
ified man for the job but 
some felt that other candi­ 
dates should be queried. 
Vico r e p o r t ed that he 
would take at least a week 
before making a decision.
